| | Countrey and Army, preceeding the firſt of February, One Thouſand fix hundred and ninety one Tears, In the firſt 
place: Prohibiting and Diſcharging the applying thereof to any other uſe whatſoever, and Certifying ſuch as ſhall either give orders 
for miſ-· applying thereof, or intromet with the ſame, the Miſapplyers and Receivers thereof, ſhall be lyable conjunRly and ſeverally 
in the double thereof, at the inſtance of any party concerned, and their privat Eſtates ſubje& and lyable for the double of that which 
ſhall be ſo miſ-applyed. And further, It is by the ſaid Act Declared, That where the Arrears due to the Countrey, by the Forces, 
ſhall be firſt duely ſtated for any Burgh or Shire, conform to the Orders and Rules ſet down thereanent, the Burgh or Shire to whom

As alfo, all others to whom any Arrears are due by Our Forces out of the Pole-money, to ſend in tothe 
Clerks of Our Privy Council, .the-Accompty of their faid Arrears, duly ſtated conform to former Qrders, to be Reviſed and Approv- 
en by the Lords of Our Privy Council, and that peremptorly betwixt and the fifteenth Day of January next to come, Certifying all 
ſuch as ſhall failzie herein, that their Accompts ſhall not be hereaſter received, in teſpect oftheir ſaid neglect and Contumacy, and 
that their falling ſhort , ar being delayed of the payment hereby for them intended, ſhall only be imputable to their own fault. And 
it is further hereby Declared, That when ever the foreſaids Accompts, hereby ordered to be brought in, ſhall be Reviſed and Ap- 
proven by the Lords of Our Privy Council, to whom We earneſtly Recommend to diſpatch the ſame with all diligeace poſſible, then 
the Lords of Our Theſaury are with all due convenieney to give Precepts to the ſaids Shires and Burghs, and others concerned, upon 
Our Genetal Receiver, for 8 to them of the reſpe&ive Sums that ſhall be found due by the ſaids. Lords of Our Privy Council in 
manner ſoreſaid, to the effect that Our faid General Receiver, to whom the Tack · duty of the ſaid Pole · money, is by the Tack ſet to 
the Farmours thereof, appointed to be paid at the Terms of Candlemaſi and Whitſunday next therein ſpecified, may make punctual pays 
ment of the ſaids Precepts,after the foreſaids Terms, and as he ſhall be ordered by the ſaids Lords of Our Theſaury. Aud laſtly, it is 
hereby Declared, That theſe Preſents ſo exactly calculat, fot the furthering ol the Countreys payment of the ſaid Arrears, conform to 
the ſaid AQ of Parliament, ſhall be without prejudice to the Farmours of the Pole-money, of their uplifcing of the ſame, asalſoofthe - 
ayment to be made by them of their Tack-duty. therefore , conform to the Tenor of their Tack in all points OUR WILLIS
